Landslide at City Dump Kills Three-year-old 


Tot Is Buried 
Under Sand in 
Local Tragedy

A three-year-old Dixon child met death yesterday in his 


own backyard—the city dump. 


The victim was Harold Paul McAndrews. He suffocated 


when he was caught in an earth slide while playing at the 
bottom of a 15-foot crater left by workmen excavating for 
earth to cover the refuse on the city dump—about to be 
abandoned. 


Although neighbors, working frantically, unearthed his 


body within 10 minutes, and a fire department inhalator 
squad was on hand to give first aid when the lad's still form 
was brought to the edge of the excavation, the child died a 
short time later in KSB hospital. 


Harold was playing at the dump about 6:15 p. m., ac- 


cording to his two companions, Wesley Bridgeman, 7, and 
Jack Douglas Hanger, 9. Two of the trio were at the bottom 
of the pit. The other remained above. According to their 
story, the' earth gave way at the rim of the crater burying 
Harold under sand and clay. 


Men Recover Body 


His two frightened companions rushed to neighboring 


homes. This brought Floyd Bridgeman, Carrol Hanger, 
fathers of the two surviving children, and Bill Brooks and 
Junior Webb to the scene. They said they unearthed Harold's 
body within a short time—possibly within ten minutes. 


Then as a large crowd attracted from a ball game at Reyn- 


olds field a few blocks away, watched at the rim of the ex- 
cavation, Harold wzfa brought to the bank. There firemen 
and others applied the fire department's resuscitator. 


Dr. W. L. Stitzel, Dixon physician, an ambulance and 


police had been already summoned. They aided in taking 
the youngster to KSB hospital. He was pronounced dead 
there a short time later as the Rev. John Calkins, assistant 
pastor of St. Patrick's church, administered the final rites of 
the Catholic church. An inquest is scheduled for 4 p. m. 
today in the Jones funeral home. 


The site of -yesterday's tragedy is scarcely 100 yards 


from the McAndrews home. The father, Harold Sr., was at 
home. He witnessed and aided in the rescue operations. The 
child's mother, returning from a movie with one of her chil- 
dren, arrived at the hospital just before her son was officially 
pronounced dead. 


"Heart of the Dump" 


The pit where Harold met his death is in the heart of the 


city dumping grounds, for weeks now the subject of contro- 
versey between city and township officials. Charges of un- 
sanitary conditions, voiced by residents of that West Third 
street area, had caused Dixcn Township Supervisor A. C. 
Higby to close the dumping grounds to city use. The area is 
just west of the city limits. 


Only last week, Commissioner Forrest Shawger of the 


department of public health and safety, had announced that 
the unsightly area would be land-filled and abandoned. The 
city was already negotiating for other lard further removed 
from a residential section, to be used for a "land-fill" gar- 
bage disposal area. 


A clam-shell and drag line, employed by the city, had 


begun operations to cover the grounds which the county 
health department had described as "a terrible mess." This 
was hailed by the area's residents as the beginning of the 
end for their predicament. 


Ironically, it was a crater dug by this earth-moving 


equipment which was the tomb of Harold McAndrews Sun- 
day. 


A portion of the hole, fully 30 feet in width and 15 feet 


deep, had been excavated Sunday, only a few hours before 
the three children sought it as a playground. Although the 
entire area is posted, no guard ropes or rails surrounded the 
crater. 


Mis Family Was Evicted 


Harold lived with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Harold Mc- 


Andrews, Sr.. and fivft brothers and sisters, at the rear of a 
building at 2100 Third street. The residence, a squalid struc- 
ture, is not more than 100 yards from the city dump. A road- 
way to the dump runs through the McAndrews yard. 


The family was evicted from a home in Franklin Grove 


only a few weeks ago and the father, a section laborer, found 
refuge for his family in the unpretentious structure which 
commands a good view of the garbage and filth. A county 
health department report a week ago had termed the dump 
"a terrible mess."' The "terrible mess"' became Harold's 
playground. 


Funeral Wednesda.v 


Funeral services for the tot will be held at 2:30 p. m. 


Wednesday in the Jones funeral home, with the Rev. T. L. 
Walsh officiating. Interment will be in Oakwood cemetery. 


Harold was born March 2. 1946. in Dixon. Surviving 


are three brothers, James, Michael and Tommie, and two sis- 
ters, Joan and Mary. 


All are at "home."

Philadelphia. Aug. 29—(AP)— 


President Truman pledged full 
American cooperation to crisis-nd- 
den Britain today as pan: of a 
great effort by the world's free 
nations to achieve lasting prosper- 
ity and peace. 


In a sober summary of the in- 


ternational 
economic 
situation, 


Truman declared that a world, 
trade "seriously out of balance" 
has posed problems "which affect 
all of us, and in solution of which 
we all have common interest." 


He promised this 
country* 


"friendliness and helpfulness" is 
keeping Britain on its feet in a 
world suffering from "the terrible 
after-effects of the war" and from, 
Russia's hostility to European re- 
covery- 


And he held out an offer of 


"mutual concession and coopera- 
tion" to the British cabinet offi- 
cials who arrive in Washington 
next week for negotiations on their 
country's financial crisis. 


So Trick Solutions 


"We are not looking for tricK 


solutions to deep-seatad problems, * 
he added. 


The president, addressing ths 


national convention of the Amer- 
ican Legion, sharply disavowed 
criticism in this country of Brit- 
ain's Socialist government. 


"We recognize," he declared, 


"that each nation has its own 
political problems and that it uses 
different political labels and dif- 
ferent slogans from those wt VIM 
at home." 


The keynote of his address was 


that "world prosperity i« neces- 
sary to world peace." 


Because of that, he said, and be- 


cause "world prosperity is neces- 
sary to our own prosperity in the 
United States," American leader* 
resolved before the end of World 
war II that "the international 
chaos which had led to war should 
not occur again."

"We knexv that permanent peace 


could not exist if tne nations of 
the world resumed the policy of 
dog-eat-dog.

winter, you may note that the 
pnce of "fuel oil has started up 
already, that coal costs more. 
There are even rumblings and 
warnings thai a severe winter 
might cause temporary shortages 
in some spots.

the author points out tliat 
a 


woman** need for such is "too 
deep-rooted to be brushed off a* 
mere vanity. She must 
have 


praise, and verbal praise, to reach 
the peak of her attractiveness." 
because "without it, her mo*t sen- 
aitiv* qualities, which make her 
most unique, begin to diminish, 
wilt, disappear." 


The author defines a good com- 


pliment as one which is "custom 
built, made to a woman's meas- 
ure. It fits," she adds, "like Cin- 
darella's slipper, only h«>r. 
Such 


a compliment is a compliment in 
itself, because 
it means 
that 


someone took the trouble to dis- 
cover what he really did like about 
her, and said—exactly that." 


Among- expressions which she 


considers too trite and vague to 
be called compliments the author 
lists: "You look nice": "What a 
pretty hat"; and "Your apart- 
ment is charming." According to 
the article, the same ideas would 
become compliments if expressed: 
"You look fresh 
and radiant"; 


"That hat compliments your com- 
plexion": and "Your 
home has 


such a restful atmosphere." 


The compliment which relies 


on words rather than thoughts 
is also no compliment, says the 
author. Even though it's differ- 
ent, 
she explains, it sounds too 


•'show-off*' 
and 
insincere. 
She 


maintains that "American men 
are likely to jeer at what they 
call 'continental compliments, but 
adds that such a compliment is 
short, simple, brisk, and, above 
all, pertinent." 


Summing up, the article says: 


"A kind and clever man praises 
by repeating praise—always twice 
as convincing (if it's true)—or, if 
he's given any time and thought 
to figuring out why he likes you, 
loves you, or. quite simply, gets 
along with you, he gives you the 
result of his findings; and it al- 
ways has an unmistakable ring of 
truth. And truth is the primary 
requisite of a good compliment."
